A FALSE PLEA EXPOSED. 


jyi OST of those Republicans who broke away 
III 
from their party in 1892-4 and 6, and have 


sinctreturned to it, give as their reason for return- 
ing the stereotyped plea that the "silver issue is 
dead." This has been and still is stouth deniec 
by the really earnest silver men of the country, am 
it should be clear to any person of fair understand- 
ing, that in the broader sense of the term the silver 
issue is not and never will be dead until the meta 
has been entirely eliminated from the world's mon- 
etary system. 


When men really desire to do a certain thing 


it is generally an easy matter for them to find a 
reason satisfactory to themselves, however incon- 
clusive it may be to others. 
These Republicans 


first assume broadly that there is no hope of ever 
securing free coinage, and then they further assume 
that there is nothing else in the silver issue worthv 
of consideration. Neither assumption is \varranted 
by anything in existing conditions. 
The fact that 


there is a lull in the demand for free coinage proves 
nothing, as to what the situation will be in the near 
future. 
There are many ways in which the issue 


might speedily revive and with greater intensity 
than ever. But we will not go into that now. 


Our present purpose is merely to glance at the 


second assumption, that there is nothing in the sil- 
ver issue except free coinage. 
In a State, where 


•silver mining is the basic industry, a more'illogical 
conclusion could scarcely be imagined. Free coin- 
age is, of course, the great object of our desires, 
but supposing that to be unobtainable, does it fol- 
low that we should be blindly indifferent to every- 
thing else which affects the value ot the metal? 
Does the average Republican act in that way con- 
cerning any other matter which he deems import- 
ant? Certainly not. 
The wool man does not ig- 


nore an item of four or five cents a pound on his 
wool, the wheat grower attaches sqme importance 
to a difference of ten cents a bushel on wheat; the 
coal miner thinks a half dollar a ton on coal worthy 
of grave consideration; and so on all along the line. 
Why then should the silver miners be indifferent 
to any measure or measures which will affect their 
product five or ten cents an ounce, and why should 
not all the people of the State stand loyally by the 
silver miner, against any part} which threatens 
him with injury great or small? Clearly they ought 
to do so for the prosperity of the whole community 
is bound up in that of the silver miner. 


The Republicans themselves, despite their plea 


that the issue is dead, distinctIj recognize the fact 
that there is still something of importance in the 
question, for in their State platform they pledge 
their Congressional nominee to use his "utmost en- 
deavors to secure the largest possible use of silver" 
as money. Of course it is merely a party resolu- 
tion, but it nevertheless has a value as an aclmis- 


• sion that there is something connected with the 
• coinage of silver that is worth fighting for. It is 


a complete answer to their own specious claim that 
the issue is dead. What is more it at once suggests 
-the queries: What political party is opposed to 
the 'largest possible use of silver?' Why was it nec- 
essary for them thus to pledge their candidate? 


^ Where will he have to go to secure help in his en- 
l deavors on behalf of silver, if he should happen to 


•*; be elected?" This resolution is a distinct admis- 
• sion that the plea of silver being dead, is a false one, 
, and, in itself, it should bury the Republican candi- 


• dates beneath an avalanche of adverse votes. 


(There is not a person of voting age and sound 


'_ mind in this State who does not know that the Re- 
s. publican party is the great political force which 
' stands in the way of the "largest possible use of sil- 
• v^r," and that any Representative in Congress en- 


deavoring to secure such use will find himself op- 


~ posed by a practically solid Republican vote, and
